Coming out of the Shoshone Canyon 
we passed into the Shoshone 
Nation,

beauty of mountain and river

wild flowers and glorious pines, and 
an atmosphere perfectly exhilarating. 
The Eastern Entrance to the Yel­ 
lowstone is a Ranger station where 
two of Uncle Sam's soldiers have au­ 
thority to ask-all the questions they 
W'ish, to search you car for fire arms, 
to take $7.50 from your pockets which 
passes you car with all its occupants 
to the freedom of the Park.

:7th of Septem ber the F arm Bureaus 
of Scott, Mississippi, Stoddard, and 
New Madrid will conduct cam paigns 
to acquaint the growers of cowpeas 
with the advantages of storing their 
crop- 
in these bonded 
warehouses. 
¡The Association is arran g in g for cred­ 
it so a- to enable the grow er to pay 
his th re-h in g hill and other charges 
and give him a chance to profit by 
the sale of the seed in the spring 
of the year, which in the past has al­ 
w ays resulted in the grow ers secur­ 
ing a much better price than at h a r­ 
vest time.

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INTERESTING LETTER 
FRON REV. BRITE 


Dear Mr. Blanton: 
I have had 
the 
most 
wonderful 
pleasure trip I have ever experienced 
in m y life. 
On July 27th, 
Mrs. Brite. 
Mary Louis, Duncan and I left I*ar- 
am ie to see the wonderful 
Y ellow ­ 
stone. 
W e were some seventeen days. 
W e were in the hands o f a careful 
and faithful man at the wheel, Mr. 
H arry C. Berry, a U niversity student 
who had made two trips to Y ellow ­ 
stone in his car last year, and wa« 
therefore fam iliar with the roads and 
knew w hat to see in the Park. W yom ­ 
ing is w onderfully picturesque - m oun­ 
tains and vast plains with many ir­ 
riga ted sections, 
where 
wheat and 
oats and alfalfa clover grow in great 
luxuriance. 
In some few districts we 
saw the sugar beet where it grow s as 
well as in Colorado, and is marketed 
for the sugar refineries. 
Little corn 
is grown in this state. 
Near Casper we passed through the 
B ig Muddy oil fields where there were 
so many oil wells we could not begin 
to count them. 
W yom ing has a num. 
ber of very productive oil fields. Our 
S tate U niversity has a good royalty 
from w ells in the B ig Muddy field. 
The royalties from oil wells are des­ 
tined to make the State U niversity 
very rich. 
The public schools also re­ 
ceive much revenue from oil. 
From 
C asper we passed through the desert 
for many miles, with nothing to re­ 
lieve the monotony o f the vision but 
distant mountains and the sage brush 
and here and there an irrigated val­ 
ley. 
A fter a four days journey we came 
to Cody, W yom ing, which is the Kast- 
ern Entrance to the Park. 
Thi* little 
city is named for its founder, “ B u f­ 
falo Bill”. 
It seem s prosperous and 
up-to-date. 
Buffalo Bill’s museum is 
full of interest and is free to all. His 
great hotel he made fam ous. 
It* bril­ 
liant bar room is now used as a soft 
drink parlor. 
Many interesting paint­ 
ings hang on the walls of this great 
hotel. 
They are interesting as pictur­ 
ing Indian and frontier life a* Buf- 
falow knew it. 
There are many pic­ 
tures of Mr. Cody as a scout of the 
•government and an Indian fighter, in 
the hotel. 
The town is not without 
church privileges. 
1 enjoyed a good 
sermon in Cody on Sunday night. 
Monday morning at ten o ’clock a f­ 
ter many cars had gone, we started 
through the great Shoshone Canyon 
to the Park. 
Wonder, aw e, sublimity, 
and beauty met us on every side. The 
beautiful w inding road runs through 
a marvelous canyon. 
Hundreds 
of 
feet above are the splintered peak* of 
•great mountains, while below is the 
•Shoshone river 
with 
its glittering 
beauty. 
In this canyon we stopped to 
Jo ok at the Shoshone Dam, after hav­ 
ing passed through several tunnels cut 
through solid rock, which seem ed to 
us marvels of engineering skill. This 
Dam is second highest in the world, 
being .128 feet high. 
It m akes 
a 
lake of 456,000 acres which has lim it­ 
less power of irrigation for agricul­ 
ture and other uses. 
The cost of this 
dam w as 
$1,¡154,000 
and 
was five 
years in building. 
Mr. Roosevelt was 
president 
during 
its 
construction. 
C om ing out of the Shoshone Canyon 
w e passed into the Shoshone 
N ation, 
la Forest with its great pine trees 
find its wonderful mountains. E very­ 
w here is the glory 
of 
the 
natural 
beauty of mountain and river 
and 
wild flow ers and glorious pines, and 
an atm osphere perfectly exhilarating. 
The Eastern Entrance to the Yel- 
^ lowstone is a Ranger station where 
tw o of Uncle S am ’s soldiers have au­ 
thority to a sk -a ll the questions they 
w ish, to search you car for fire arms, 
to take $7.50 from your pockets which 
p asses you car with all its occupants 
to the freedom of the Park. 
The ran. 
ger also gives you a map of the Park, 
cautions 
you as to “S afety F ir st”, 
sticks a green seal on the windshield 
o f your Ford, takes the name of the 
occupants of the car and turns you 
loose. 
The 
American 
fla g at 
the 
ranger station reminds you as 
you 
turn into the Wonderland of the U n it­ 
ed States that you 
are 
now wholly 
amendable to the laws of our N a tion ­ 
al governm ent. 
For eight m iles we 
passed up a steep incline till we reach­ 
ed an arch where the road m akes 
a 
com plete circle, first going 
through 
the arch and then over it. 
W e “loop­ 
ed the loop” and thus reached the top 
o f the mountain. 
I assure you that 
while it was a splendid ride over a 
m ost picturesque 
road, there 
were 
thrills enough to keep us all thorough­ 
ly aw ake and to make us feel a little 
uneasy. 
My hair seem ed to stand on 
end once our twice. 
Our first stop w as at Imke Camp. 
Here ix a m agnificient hotel and the 
camps with bountiful accomm odafions 
■ for the traveler; also a fine camp site 
in the noble pines by the Lake for all 
tourists who travel in cars. 
We had 
a tent where we three alept 
every 
wight, did oor own cooking and whei’o 
Mrs. Brite and Louise at with us al] 
meals but breakfast. 
A s our tent w as 
not large enough for us all, the ladies 
lodged in the hotels, while on the road 


and while in the Park at the Camp 
tent«. 
YelN tone Lake is of special in­ 
terest because it is situated 7,788 ft. 
above the sea, the largest body 
of 
water in North Am erica at such an al­ 
titude. 
It embraces an area of about 
150 square m iles. 
Several islands dot 
it« surface. 
Its depth nobody seem ­ 
ed to know. 
It abounds in fish. We 
had fish for two meals from thi« won­ 
derful mountain lake. 
Uncle Sam al. 
lows his visitors ot catch as many a* 
ten fish a day. 
There are both mo­ 
tor and row boats on the Lake and the 
w ater is m arvelously cl ear and beau­ 
tiful. 


Our next stop was at the Y ellow ­ 
stone Canyon, where we tarried for 
two days and 
nights. 
This 
Grand 
Canyon 
is 
som e 
tw enty 
miles 
in 
length. 
The first view fo this grea t­ 
est of all wonders in Y ellow stone Park 
was made from Artist Point. 
I was 
so filled with wonder that I wept for 
joy. 
It was a scene never to be for­ 
gotten. 
God is the Perfect A rtist. He 
has put 
into that canyon 
the most 
wonderful colors he eye ever beheld. I 
cannot describe 
the Canyon 
nor 
its 
coloring. 
Ail the colors o f the rain­ 
bow are marvellously blended in 
that 
sublime scene. 
One must see it to feel 
its sublime beauty. 
There are some 
four or five points from which to view 
this sublime work of the Creator. It 
seem s to grow more wonderful each 
time one view s it. 
Its sublime beauty 
is possibly univaled 
anyw here. 
Its 
impression on my soul I hope 
will 
never pass aw ay. 
I felt I should like 
to ask Jesus, our Lord, how He made 
it. 


The scene that impressed me next 
to that o f the 
Grand 
Canyon, was 
the ascent up Mount W ashburn, some 
tw enty miles on oward Camp Roose- 
vel. 
The view from Mt. Washburn, 
altitude 10.1(H) feet, is equaled, it i« 
said only by that from Electric Peak 
and Mount Sheridan, both 
of which 
are as yet too inaccesible to be clim b­ 
ed readily. 
The climb up is long but 
our Ford went to the very top. The 
views constantly unfurl as one ascends 
and the time taken in the slow climb 
is pu to good use by the sightseer. 
The beauty and grandeur o f the scene 
is unrivaled. 
One passes above timber 
line and sees the snow below him, but 
there alm ost on the very top of that 
mountain, I gathered 
tw o beautiful 
litle 
buttercups blooming in a cleft 
of rock*. 
The only disagreeable feel, 
ing I had was the cold and fearful 
wind. 
The descent is alm ost as w on­ 
derful as the ascent up the mountain. 
For seven miles the grade is a stead­ 
ily descending one to Tower Creek at 
an altitude of 6,400. 
Here w e saw 
Tower Falls, 
where 
Tower 
Creek 
plunges over the falls to a distance of 
1.12 feet to the bottom of the canyon. 
The 
geysers 
and 
hot-water 
foun­ 
tain* are not the least of the w on­ 
ders in the Y ellow stone. 
The whole 
region is remarkable for its hot-water 
phenomena. 
The 
geysers exhibit 
a 
great variety of character and 
ac­ 
tion. 
Many of them play at regular 
intervals,— som e 
burst 
forth 
with 
great power, 
others merely 
bubble. 
The geyser that had most interest for 
me was Old Faithful, which spouts hot 
stain and w ater about evey 60 m in­ 
utes to the height of 150 feet. 
I no­ 
ticed that as his geyser played, a vio- 
le vapor escaped in the steam and w a­ 
ter. 
The 
L>ne Star g eyser i* also 
very interesting. 
It is cone shaded 
and plays about every forty minutes. 


The Mammoth Hot Springs are of 
surpassing interest. 
They are within 
five m iles of the northern entrance to 
the Park. 
On»* who wishes to view 
the Terraces usually starts, I suppose, 
from Liberty Cap, which is an extinct 
hot spring cone. 
It now stand* forty 
and shows how 
the 
deposits 
wrere 
feet above the surrounding form ation 
made. 
At the Mammoth Hot Springs 
the deposits from the hot waer con­ 
sist almost exclusively of carbonate 
of lime and are 
essentially 
different 
from that of the g eyser basins. 
In 
many of the springs upon the 
broad 
terraces the w ater presents the ap­ 
pearance of boiling springs. 
It 
is 
said the violent agitation 
is due to 
the escape of carbonic acid gas. Many 
of the terraces are very beautiful. It 
is said that'm icroscopic plants called 
algae grow on the edges and sides of 
these basins, painting them hues 
of 
red and pink and bluish grey which 
glow most brilliantly. 
These colored 
hot 
springs, mud volcanoes, 
“ paint 
pots", vividly colored pools, spouting 
gey sers aw e-inspiring spectacles crys. 
taline lakes, morning 
glory springs 
and sapphire pools make an im pres­ 
sion of wonder that one can 
never 
quite forget. 


A fter a w eek ’s stay in this wonder­ 
land, we turned our faces homeward, 
com ing out at the Southern Entrance 
and through the Jackson Hole country, 
which 
is 
intim ately 
associated 
with 
the Y ellow stone but lying w ithout its 
borders. 
Here we saw for more than 
a whole day the m ajestic Teton m oun­ 
tains. 
W e w ere within nine m iles of 
them. 
They rise in sublime grandeur 
to a heighth of nearly fourteen thou­ 
sand fete, 
covered 
with 
perpetual 
snow. Splintered granite peaks, the 
very sym bols of God’s eternity and 
fhangelessness. 
Their granite peaks 
are said to be the moat imposing and
